Seymour Becoming a Metropolitan 
City. 


The fact that business is remaining 
fairly good in Seymour in most lines 
while it is not so lively in the surround­ 
ing cities is bringing a number of 
families here every month. 
Most of 
these remain and become permanent 
citizens. 
Those that have been coming 
here of late are for the most part a 
desirable class of people who are in­ 
dustrious and are of a class that will 
be'-of assist a nee'in building up a city. 
This inflowing of new and strange 
people into our city as well as people 
from the more immediate 
outlying 
communities brings now and then a 
foreigner from England, 
Germany, 
Greece, South Africa, Italy, or some 
other European or foreign country, ; 
who is well pleased with our beautiful 
little city and soon decides to remain 
here and bring up his family. 
England has sent us two .families,— 
Mr. and Mrs 
Walter Haywood and 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Bantoft and 
child, all of Manchester, 
England. 
Mrs. Haywood and Mrs. Bantoft are 
s is te rs and have had relatives living 
in this city almost from the time the 
city was founded but had never left 
England themselves till recent years. 
Mr. Haywood is a barber by trade 
and holds a position in the Spanagel 
barber shop on Indianapolis avenue 
Mr. Bantoft is also a barber and is 
employed in the shop of Ed Gault s. 
In England they lived in different su­ 
burbs of Manchester- Mr. and Mrs. 
Haywood in Gorton and the Bantoft’s 
in Dresden. 
Both are excellent fam i­ 
lies and we arc glad to h ive them 
among us. 
One of the lamest from Germany was 
George Kessler, who took a business 
course here and secured a position in 
Pennsylvania but who still looks back 
to Seymour as his home. 
George is 
quite scholarly, has attended school 
in at least three different countries 
and 
speaks a number of 
different 
languages. 
I Ie lias made many friends 
and acquaintances in 
Seymour and 
has several relativesjhere. 
Not the least interesting among the 
foieigners who have dropped in re­ 
cently is the little Greek colony who 
run the Sparta confectionery on S. 
Chestnut street

Lakos, the 
proprietor, 
left 
ins native city of 
Sparta, Greece about six^years ago to 
try his fortune in the new world. 
He 
tried Rochester and Buffalo, N. Y ,, I 
Newark and Columbus, O. and Colum-j 
bus, 
Ind., one after 
another 
then 
landed in Seymour eighteen months 
ago where he built up a good business 
in a few months’ time and expects to 
remain permanently. 
His 
brother, 
Peter Lakos, first landed at Syracuse, j 
N. Y. about 
eighteen 
months 
ago 
where he remained about two months 
before 
coming 
to 
Seymour. 
Gus 
Darmos, who is also a clerk in the 
Greek candy store, is a native of 
Callevreta, 
Greece, about 200 miles 
northwest of Sparta. 
He came 
to 
America only a few months ago and 
after spending about three months in 
Columbus, Ind. he too came to Sey­ 
mour as the ideal American city for 
him. 
Seymour has an- interesting new­ 
comer in the person of Captain J. W. 
Fisher, late of Pretoria, South Africa, 
and a Captain of a squad of cavalry 
in the Boer War. 
Captain Fisher 
came to this city about two months 
ago and accepted a position as travel­ 
ing salesman for the 
Van de VV aile 
Music Company. 
He is of 
English 
descent but his ancestors went 
to 
South Africa many generations ago. 
He was s e r i o u s l y wounded during tile 
Ruer A7 ar by the bursting of a shell 
which destroyed his 
hearing in the 
left ear. 
He was taken prisoner and 
spent about two years and 
seven 
months in tile prisons in India. 
When 
he returned to South Africa he was 
given his choice to swear allegiance 
lo the King of Englan i or be banished 
from his native land. 
He chose the 
latter and soon came to the Toited 
Stites, first landing at Newport News, 
Va. 
He was one c f the Boers who 
participated in the British-Hoer W a r 
exhibit during the 
World."' F a ir at 
St. Loui". 
Later the company 
t r a v ­ 
eled * 
six months and then closed 
up with a six months* engagement at 
Coney Island, New York. 
At the close of this engagement ( ap­ 
ro n Fisher decided to marry Miss 
Ethel Campbell, of near Vincennes 
whom he had met during the W o r ld s ’ 
Fair, and become a permanent re»i, 
dent of the Toited States. 
After liv­ 
ing in New York for about six month" 
he bought a re sta u ran t in Vincennes. 
where he remained for abo it a year. 
Mrs. Fisher came to Seymour about 
six weeks ago and they have taken up 
their residen *e here. 
Captain Fisher's 


father, who was also an officer in the 
Boer Army, was shot three times and 
in one battle was seriously wounded. 
Italy is also sending ber share of 
industrious people to our city.

who engaged in the wholesale and re­ 
tail fruit business. 
They have been 
very successful in building up a good 
trade and made many friends. 
Then 
came A. Sciarra, the tailor, who was 
formerly located at Cincinnati, then 
at Brownstown. 
He located in Sey­ 
mour about four months ago. 
His 
trade built up till he could hardly care 
for it with two assistants. 
His brother, 
F. Sciarra, is coming here now from 
Cincinnati and will work in the shop 
with his brother. 
Their mother will 
move here from Cincinnati about the 
last of this month and become a resi­ 
dent of 
Seymour. 
Mr. 
Sciarra's 
brother-in-law, Pasquale Colabuouo, 
will also move here in about three 
weeks and open 
a shoeshop on St. 
Louis avenue. 
Mr. Sciarra lias made 
himself agreeable with the public and 
has made many 
friends. 
When he 
moved to this city he was highly rec­ 
ommended by many of the good citi­ 
zens of Brownstown. 
These new citizens are proving them­ 
selves useful and respectable citizens. 
They are all interesting personages 
and our people will be glad to have 
this I ittle bit of their history recounted.

sitic m icroorgan ism s, a wide ran ge of 
phen omen a, some ben eficial an d some 
in ju riou s, which together con stitu te the 
effect of n atu ral disease, or of t lie ef­ 
forts to ov ercome it.

the medical scien ce of the fu tu re is to 
u n rav el these complicated 
con dition s, 
takin g adv an tage of those which are 
desirable an d remov in g those which are 
objection able. 
John J. Solomon 
has

plan t for radiographin g pearl oy sters, 
to ascertain n ot on ly the ex isten ce, bu t 
the stage of dev elopmen t of the pearls 
withou t killin g the an im als or open in g 
their shells. 
As man y as 500 oy sters

The grav e of the man who first ran g 
the Liberty bell has been fou n d. 
For 
man y y ears all trace had been lost of 
the bell rin ger who obey ed the in ju n ction 
lettered on the statehou se bell in Phila­ 
delphia, by rin gin g it v igorou sly an d “pro­ 
claimin g liberty throu ghou t the lan d an d 
to the in habitan ts thereof.” 
It was kn own to few historian s in 
a 
v agu e way that his uarn e was William 
Hu rry an d that he was a man well ad­ 
v an ced in y ears on that immortal day , 
bu t the familiar poem, “The Liberty Bell­ 
man ,” with its thrillin g lin es : 


“ R in g!” he shou ts. 
“ Rin g, gran dpa! 
Rin g, oh, rin g for liberty !” 
An d straightway at the sign al 
The old bellman lifts Tiis han d 
An d sen ds the good n ews makin g 
Iron mu sic throu gh the lan d.

had su rrou n ded Hu rry with a legen dary 
atmosphere that made man y person s re­ 
gard him as a sort of my th. 
An tiqu arian s an d historian s had made 
frequ en t searches for the body to prov e 
his reality , if n othin g more, bu t these 
were n il in v ain u n til recen tly the grav e­ 
y ard of the old Pin e Street Presby terian 
chu rch, Fou rth an d Pin e streets, Phila- 


in g place of the famou s Rev olu tion ary 
character. 
Credit for this discov ery goes to Jacob 
Low, sex ton of the chu rch. 
When Low 
came u pon Hu rry ’s grav e the headston e 
was su n k almost ou t of sight. 
On ly two 
letters, “ R ” an d “Y,” of the n ame Hu rry 
were v isible. 
Low’s cu riosity was arou s­ 
ed. an d. raisin g the ston e with carefu l 
precau tion s again st breakin g it ho clear­ 
ed it of the moss an d mold an d was ov er­ 
joy ed to fin d that it marked the grav e of 
the Liberty bellman . 
An ex amin ation of the ston e shows 
that at the time he ran g the bell Hu rry 
was a man of 55 y ears. 
He was liorn 
Oct. 22, 17 21. 
H u rry ’s activ ity in the cau se of free­ 
dom <lid n ot stop with the rin gin g of the 
old bell, n ow n ex t to the origin al drafts 
of the Declaration of In depen den ce an d 
the con stitu tion of the Un ited States the 
most prized relic con n ected witie the birth 
of the n ation . 
He v olu n teered for ser­ 
v ice in the Con tin en tal army an d serv ed 
with distin ction in a n u mber of battles. 
His sign atu re on call for v olu n teers is 
still in possession of the old chu rch. 
It is a somewhat pathetic circu mstan ce 
that H u rry did n ot liv e to see the com­ 
plete triu mph of the colon ists ov er Great 
Britain .

_j)£iisive affairs. Their cost to the party 
holding them Is estimated at not leas 
than $150,000, and perhaps more. 
In 
each great party is a boily of wise men 
known as the “National 
Committee.” 
This body is the acme of political as­ 
cension. 
A man may be a proud mem­ 
ber of a division committee, which is 
tile first step in the ladder. 
But when 
he reaches the dizzy heights of na­ 
tional committeeman from 
his State 
and appears at the convention with a 
badge as big as 
an 
ancient breast­ 
plate. so that there etui lie no mistake 
in his standing, the height of ambi­ 
tion is reached. There is one national 
committeeman from each State. 
This 
august body meets in December pre­ 
ceding a national convention, examines 
the claims of the different cities that 
desire the gathering, 
and 
critically 
looks into (he size of the “guarantee," 
us it is called. This latter form means 
th at the city paying the most money 
usually gets the convention. 
The guar­ 
antee is aceepfed by the 
committee­ 
men, and they then proceed to spend 
It lavishly. 
Apartments at the most 
expensive hotels arc secured, a host of 
employee is retained and business be­ 
gins in real form. 
The hotel hills of 
the National Committees 
are 
some­ 
thing enormous. 


M a c h i n e r y o f n 
f o i l v o l i t i o n , 
While the preliminaries are being 
arranged the delegates are arriving. 
The delegate to the National Conven­ 
tion is irenerally a person of import­ 
ance at his home, 
The Democrats re­ 
quire a two-thirds vote of all the dele­ 
gates present and voting to make 
a 
nomination. 
The Republicans require 
a majority of those present and voting. 
At a national convention each State 
has its own headquarters, where the 
delegates gather. 
They do a lot of 
‘'conferring” with each other and with 
delegates from other States, 
They hold 
meetings and elect chairmen and hon­ 
orary vice presidents. 
The honorary 
vice president has a seat on the plat­ 
form and an extra ticket, but 
little 
else. 
The chairman does the dickering 
in some eases; in some cast's the posi­ 
tion is a sinecure. 
Usually the “con­ 
ferring” and the dickering begin days 
before the convention is to he called 
to order. 
Prior to the calling of the conven­ 
tion to order the National Committee 
is virtually in command of Hie situa­ 
tion. 
With it lies the arranging of the 
details, the “framing up” of the pro- 


The convention called to order, the 
"proceedings are opened 
with 
prayer. 
The chairman requests the secretary 
to read the call for the 
convention, 
which is done. 
Then the rollcall is 
gone through, and this takes a lot of 
time. 
Tho next step is the announce­ 
ment by the chairman th a t the commit­ 
tee offers to the convention as its tem­ 
porary chairman the name of So-and- 
So. 
I here are loud 
and 
prolonged 
cheers, and by a viva voce vote Mr. 
So-and-So is uanimously elected. There 
is usually little trouble over the elec­ 
tion of a temporary chairman.

The 
platform is usually accorded the speak­ 
er and his oration is hailed with deaf­ 
ening applause aud cheers.

comes the critical period.

delegate believes now is the moment 
when lie counts for something. 
The roll call begins and 
proceeds 
monotonously. 
The chairmen of the 
different delegations alone do the talk­ 
ing.

duct, aud Queen Victoria, when alive, contemplated breaking oft diplomatic 
relations because of the vulgarity of the Servian court. 
The viciousness of the king and queen finally crystallized the hatred of 
tile people. 
One night they returned to the palace from a fete. 
Their own 
soldiery turned against them, assassins stoic their way into the royal resi­ 
dence, aud the king and queen were murdered in their private apartments 
after a struggle.
